WHEAT GROWTH

There was comparatively little good growing 
weather, and consequently crops were not sa 
well forward as usual at the close of th 
month. The land, however, was in good a 
dition for the cultural operations necessary 
prior to the sowing of the root crops, and this 
work was well advanced. Good progress was 
made with the sowing of the root crops and 
with after-cultivation of the potato crops 
es well as with the harrowing and rolling ‘of 
cereal crops, and, in the areas where peat is 
cut for fuel, in the cutting and saving of 
the turf. The dipping and shearing of saeep 
also engaged the attention of farmers during 
the month, To sum up, all tillage opera- 
tions were well forward at the close of the 
month, but crops were backward in growth. 


PASTURES AND CONDITIONS 


Growth of pastures was reasonably good in 
gheltered situations and on the deeper soils 
and in other places where liberal dressings of 
ertificial manures had been applied earlier 
in the season, but in all other cases growth 
had been checked by the harsh weather, and 
grazing fields were comparatively bare. A 
period of mild damp weather is badly needed 
for pastures, meadows, roots and cereals. 

Live stock were in normal health and condi- 
tion.

CEREALS 


The wheat crop did -not make as _satisfac- 
tory progress as 'n previous years owing to 
the harshness of the weather which retarded 
growth. Early sown winter wheat looked 
best; that sown in February is rather weak 
and patchy in places; while spring wheat is 
generally promising. Some failures occurred, 
h necessitated ploughing-in and re-sowing 


whi 
with other cereals. Nevertheless. it was 
generally anticipated that with improved 


wenther conditions the final aggregate yield 
of the wheat crop (taking into account the 
increase in the area sown) would show a de- 
finite increase over that of last season. Oats 
ani barley made satisfactory progress. 


CATCH CROPS 


Catch crops came later than usual, but 
proved a useful stop-gap owing to the scarcity 
of grass. Vetches were fit for use in the 
second week of May; while Italian Ryegrass 
ready at the end of the month, The 
yields were below average.

The bulk of the sugar-beet and mangel 
crops and a consideranle portion of the 


turnip crop were sown during May under 
y satisfactory soil and weather conditions. 
Germination was regular and in Many cases 
the crops were thinned during the closing 
days of the month. In other cases growth 
was seriously retarded by the harsh conditions, 
and in some cases the land had to be re- 


ploughed, 
FLAX 

Demand and prices for flax fell at the close 
of the season to the lowest point recorded 
during the vear, ranging from 5s. 6d. to 8s. 
per stone. The great bulk of the crop, how- 
ever, had been already cleared. Sowing of 
the new season’s crop was carried out under 
generally good conditions. The seed ger- 
minated well and brairded evenly, although 
in some cases the brairds suffered from the 
weather and were so much affected that crops 
had to be resown. The area under flax this 
season is reported to be considerably. larger 
han that sown last year. 


POTATOES 


Adequate stocks of last season’s crop re- 
mained on hands to meet all normal demands 
until the new season g crop is available. In 
the districts where potatoes are grown for 
export the bulk of the stocks had been 
cleared by the end of the month. Prices for 
the export trade fluctuated, moving up to 
£4 per ton during the first fortnight and 
then easing off towards the end of the month. 

In early potate-growing districts first 
earlies suffered from the frost in April, but 
recovered during May and were making satis- 
factory progress, but it was anticipated that 
digging would be Jater than usual. Main 
crop potatoes were reported to be doing well. 


CATTLE 


Cattle stocks were reported generally to be 
in good health and normal condition. 
The fairs held during the month were well 


supplied with cattle oí the various descrip- 
tions, and trade was good.

Flocks were maintained in good health,

6d. on the live weight 
basis. Pigs of porker weight realised up to 
51s. per cwt. dead weignt. Bonhams were in 
good supply at prices ranging from 12s. 6d. to 
20s. each, according to district and quality. 
Breeding stocks were reported to be well 
maintained 


HORSES 


The demana for good-class working horses 
continued activ- during the month at 
rates. Troopers were also in fairly keen de- 
mand at from £30 to £40 each, and in some 
cases higher. 


MILK 


Supplier of milk to creameries were well 
maintained during the month, although yields 
were lessened by the harsh weather and the 
scarcity of grass Milk delivered to creameries 
in April realised 4.14d. per gallon, with 
separated milk returned to producers. Milk 
collected in the counties adjacent to Dublin 
for retail sale in the city returned 6d. to 7d. 
per gallon to producers.

NO OIL OR COAL 


Switzerland has no oil deposits and no coal 
mines, but since she has excellent water re- 
sources, she has by and by become dependent 
on water power. The war, too, has had an 
influence. To-day electricity, or “white coal,” 
as it is sometimes aptly called, is coming 
more and more to the foreground, and in due 
course it will make Switzerland independent 
of other ce wer as far as fuel is concerned. 
, ue energy for producing electricity i 
Switzerland 18 mainly obtained from vices 
mountain rivers, Since all of these have their 
source in the glaciers and snow fields there is 
naturally a much greater quantity of 
water in summer than in winter 
But the demand for power does not

Each of 
these groups is in turn divided into smaller 
districts. The normal load of the latter is 
generally supplied by river stations—i.e.,_by 
plants which obtain energy from the rivers 
flowing in the Swiss midlands. On the other 
hand, the additional power required for the 
peak load is provided for by those power 
Stations which obtain energy from the re- 
artificial Jake. There is,

therefore, an ma ing C€Co-operation be- 
tween the river Sutieale “and the storage 
stations. The latter nob only take care of 


‘the maximum demands each day ny also 


furnish the energy for the large 
loads in winter. 


INCREASING DEMAND 


' In each region the construction of new 
power plants is carried on in proportion with 
the increasing demand for electricity, There 
is also the so-called ‘‘ Swiss "Bus bar,” a 
ben of transmission lines which, connects 
ne main power centres. In this way one 
plant can supply another in case of emerg- 
ency: the Grimsel plant can help out three 
different districts, the Waggital plant can 
supply power to two other districts and the 
Dixence plant will soon be able to furnish 
winter energy to two outside districts, . 
All in all, Switzerland has six thousand 
power stations, two hundred of which are 
large ones. They have an aggregate maxi- 
mum capacity of one and a half million kilo- 
watts, with an annual output of more than 
five million kilowatt hours. 
_ The export of coal plays a prominent part 
in the economic life of coal-producing coun- 
tries. Why should not Switzerlatid export 
her “white coal?” Her sources are never 
failing, and the generating costs being re- 
latively low, there is no reason why the sur- 
plus of energy should not be sent to sur- 
rounding countries.

A CASK OF PORTER

MIDNIGHT ROW IN 
TENEMENT 


A barrel of porter was: exhibited in the 
Court when James Hanlon, 14 Little Mary 
street ; Michael Quinlan, 25 Ormond Market ; 
Thomas Staunton. 14 Little Denmark street, 
and Patrick Egan, 5 Capel street, were 
charged with the larceny of a quarter cask 
of porter, the property of Daniel Doherty, 
—— 5 Green street, and with assaulting 
nspector Patrick Flanagan, Civic Guards. 

Mr. Kevin Haugh, prosecuting, said that 
the men, who were under the influence of 
drink, were seen by a Guard rolling a cask 
along the. street, were found in a tenement 
room standing around the cask, which had 
been placed on a table. When the Guards 
interviewed them the men were very trucu- 
lent and refused to give any information. 
The value of the porter was £1 8s. Od, and 
the cost of the cask was 50s. 

Inspector Patrick Flanagan said that 
between 8 and 9 p.m. on Christmas night he 
went to a tenement at 33 East Arran street, 


and, in’ a back room on the ground “floor, 


saw the four accused men standing at a 
table on which had been placed the cask of 
porter. The men gave witness no 6atis- 
faction as to how they came to be in posses- 
sion of the cask. They told him he would 
have to fight in order to get the cask, and 
he saw a five-naggin bottle in Staunton s 
hand. Suddenly the gas was turned out, 
and the next thing he heard was the bottle 
crashing against the wall. When charged, 
Egan said that the cask belonged to him. 

In reply to Mr. Trant McCarthy, for the 
accused men, the witness said they learned 
afterwards that a woman who lived in the 
tenement was related to one of the men 

Sergeant Sheppard stated: that Mrs. 
Ralph, a relative of one of the accused men, 
told him that the men had no permission te 
be in the room 

Mrs. Mary Ralph, the occupant of the 
tenement on the ground floor, said that she 
more or less expected the Guards in the 
house when she saw the men come in with 
the barrel. 

Mr. Doherty, publican, 5 Green street, 
said that the cask was his property, and had 
been lying at the back entrance of his pre- 
mises on Christmas Eve. He had not given 
permission to take the cask. 

Replying to Mr. Trant McCarthy, the 
witness denied that he was serving drink on 
his premises on Christmas Day or that he 
sold Egan a cask otf stout for 30s. on Christmas 
Day. 
Patrick Egan, one ot the accused men, said 
that with two of the accused. men he went 
to Doherty's premises at o’clock ou 
Christmas Day and was let in by a girl. They 
stayed until 8 p.m. and had many drinks. 
He asked M1. Doherty.if he would give him 
five or six dozen of stout or a jar of stout. 
Mr. Doherty tola him that he did not have 
that much bottled stout, but he had a small 
barrel of stout fo. 30s. He bought the 
barrel of stout and they trundled it out the 
door. After the trouble with the Guards he 
left the tenement ard later went to the police 
station for his barrel, and he was arrested 
and charged. 

Replying to Mi. Haugh, the accused said 
that he had not beer earning anything prior 


to Christmas Day He spent about ten 
shillings in Mr. Doherty’s shop that day on 
, There were 


pints of stout and bottled stout. 
a dozen other men drinking there. He had 
won £2 playing ‘ house ” that week in New 
street. here were hundreds of men in the 
game. : ; 

Michael Quinlan said that he was admitted 
to Doherty’s between 230 p.m. and ó p.m. 
on Christmas Da There were three or four 
men there, and a had two or three drinks 
and went to his dinner. 
Doherty’s after his dinner, and there were 
twelve or fourteen men there, 2s 

In reply to the judge, the witness said that 


He returned to | 


Mr. Doherty was not sober on the afternoon 
of Christmas Day 

Thomas Staunton said that he was married 
and had three in family. He went into 
Doherty’s at about 2.15 on Christmas Day 
and had a drink there. He then went away, 
and returned later to find a crowd of men 
there. Egan made a bargain with Doherty. 
about the cask of stout and they rolled it 
away. He did not remember throwing a 
bottle at the Inspector; he was very drunk. 
It was the first time he had taken drink and 
he started or pints and bottles of stout. 

James Hanlon corroborated the previous 
evidence relating to the sale of the stout and 
subsequent events. 

The jury returned a verdict of not gnilty 
on the charge of larceny, but guilty of re- 
celving, and all, except Quinlan, guilty of 
assault. 

Staunton was sentenced to four months’ 
imprisonment with hard labour, and the 
others to three months each with hard labour

' HEALTH DATA 


- - - 


FOOLISH: VIEWS ON 
TUBERCULOSIS 
WHAT. THE CHILDREN 

REQUIRE . 


HE health and sanitary conditions of the 
County Dublin during 1935 formed the 
subject of a very volumnious report to 

the Dublin County Council yesterday from 
Dr. J. A. Harbison, superintendent medical 
officer to that body. . P. Belton, T.D., 
Chairman, presided. 

The most satisfying feature shown by the 
statistics for the year, report stated, 
was the fall in imfant mortality, coincident 
with an increase in the birth-rate. The tuber- 
culosis death-rate was virtually E REC, 
whilst the cancer death-rate showed a slight 
fall. Of the fifty-seven deaths from infec- 
tious disease, twenty-three were due to in- 
fantile diarrhea and seventeen to diphtheria. 

It was satisfactory to record a substantial 
reduction in the incidence of diphtheria, in 
which, it was stated, immunisation must have 
undoubtedly played a part. Towards the end 
of 1935 one of the most severe epidemics of 
L scarlet fever for many years began, and had 
continued during the early months of the 
present year. 


FEVER HOSPITAL NEED 


The majority of the cases of notifiable in- 
fectious discase were treated in Cork Street 
Fever Hospital, which also dealt with city 
cases. Frequently during the year it had 
heen found impossible to obtain vacancies in 
that institution, and the provision of the new 
fever hospital for Dublin City and County 
was a matter of urgency, as unless imme- 
diate isolation in hospita! cerjd be provided 
it was not possible to fully control the spread 
of the disease. 

As reported previously, there had been 
considerable difficulty in obtaining sufficient 
beds for patients requiring institutional treat- 
ment. This was particularly evident in re- 

ard to chronic and advanced diseases, and

| he hoped that the new institutions would 
meet the requirements. Two new institutions 
were, he understood, proposed for the treat- 
ment of pulmonary tuberculosis—one for in- 
cipient cases and one for advanced and 
chronic cases. 

It was a matter for regret to have again 
to report that far too many of the cases pre- 
senting themselves for the first time aan 
showed the disease well established. A foolis 
belief that tuberculosis was always hereditary 
and that, because the patient’s family history 
was clear as regards that disease, he was not 
likely to develop it, led others to disregard 


the early symptoms. The reduction in the 
present figures would not be achieved until 
the cases presented themselves in time to 
afford treatment a chance to heal them and 


take full advantage of the treatment provided 
for them 


: WATER SUPPLIES 


In general the Board of Health had made 
every effort to afford an adequate supply to 
every part of County Dublin. The steady 


increase in auxiliary water supplies in 
County Dublin made it every day more 
evident that the water supply of Dublin 
City and county should be dealt with as a 
common supply for adjacent communities. 

Seweragé extensions were keeping pace 
with development, but the provision of 
sewerage systems in some areas had not met 
with the response from property owners 
which might have been expected, and steps 
had been taken in several instances to com- 
pel owners to connect with the drainage 
provided. 

The provision of adequate scavenging 
arrangements and the problem of refuse dis- 
posal required earnest consideration. It 
presented a troublesome problem in small 
non-urbanised towns in the county. , 

Referring to the veterinary services, he 
mentioned that all cows were carefully 
examined for any sympton. of disease. 
Cleanliness was insisted on as regards the 
animals, utensils, attendants and _ stores, 
sheds and yards, and samples were taken 
regularly by the Food and Drugs Inspector. 

All slaughter houses were regularly and 
systematically inspected on killing days; 
meat shops were regularly inspected and 
meat exposed for sale examined. The brine 
used for pickling was examined as to fresh- 
ness. 

Dealing with housing, Dr. Harbison said 
that the rehabilitation of families living 
under overcrowded conditions or in houses 
unfit for human habitation constituted their 
most pressing problem. . There had been 
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4,512 initiates during the year, as a| healthy regulation of life in the earliest 


result of which 1,040 houses were condemned 
as unfit for habitation. Some 473 cottages 
had been provided during 1935. 

With reference to huts occupied during the 
summer months, and often during the winter, 
he said that several of these structures had 
been removed. As the whole question was 
likely te come up for review in pending 
legal proceedings he did not wish to comment 
any more on the matter than he had done 
in his previous report 

In nineteen non-urbanised towns in the 
county, 588 houses had been found unfit 
for habitation. In other areas, out of 366 
houses inspected, 130 were unfit for habi- 
tation, and 39 overcrowded. 

During the year 1935, 51 houses were 
completed and occupied in the Borough of 
Dun Laoghaire, and a further 69 were in 
course of construction. The Borough 
Housing programme contemplated the pro- 
vision of approximately 100 per annum for 
the next five years. 


TOWN-PLANNING 

As regards town planning, Dr. Harbison 
stated that in Co. Dublin district planning 
could only be fully effective if it proceeded in 
harmony with regional proposals. Much could 
be effected in regulating development within 
the areas of the district planning authority 
by the operation of the recent Act; but whilst 
so regulating development within the district, 
the district town planning authority must be 
over-conscioug of the potentialities for the de- 
velopment of its schemes in adjacent areas 
where planning was; or should also be, taking 
place. Therefore, the necessity of co-ordina- 
tion from regional authority was demon- 
strated, 

If they were to reduce the burden of 
disease and defect discovered in school 
medical inspection they must have a sound 
Infant Welfare scheme, which would carry 
into the homes education in nutrition and the

years. 

During the past year 325,779 pints of free 
milk had been supplied at a cost of £5,446. — 

Whilst paying every tribute to the Gardai 
for their prompt and efficient service under 
the Food and Drugs Act, Dr. Harbison felt 
ihat the administration of these Acts should 
come directly under the County Medical 
Officer of Health, who was ultimately held 
responsible for the purity of food in his area. 
Of 856 samples taken during 1935 only 10 
were found not genuine. 


THE CHILDREN 


The School Medical Officer in his report 
stated that the total numLer of meals served 
in 1935 was 35,084, of which 14,897 were 
served at the Dun Laoghaire centre, 14,677 
at Glasthule and 5,510 at Blackrock. 

Referring to health and physical education, 
he said that the country was convinced of 
the necessity of training the mind, but the 
efforts to train the body of the child were 
less apparent and left too often to chance or 
incividual inclination. 

A sound programme of health and physical 
cdncation was necessary to train and exercise 


the child’s hody. aid its nervous control and _ 


develop its brain centres, establish healthy 
functioning ot 1ts organs and develop alert- 
ness of limb and senses. 

During the year 133 children were referred 
to dispensary doctors or family practitioners, 
for minor ailments. These consisted in the 
main of such conditions as skin trouble, ex- 
ternal eye diseases, bronchial _ catarrh, 
anwemia, etc. 

As regards dental treatment in schools, it 
was stated that, despite the disadvantages 
iaboured under, most gratifying reports were 
received of an improvement in general health 
shown in many children who had had treat- 
ment during the past few years.

Vitalitu of Seeds 


It is a well-known fact that seeds vary 
greatly in their power of retaining life. A 
seed is supposed to be ripe at the time of 
its separation from the parent plant, but 
it is not usually ready to germinate until 
it has remained dormant for some time. 
This period is uncertain, and varies with 
different seeds; it may endure for weeks. 
months, or even years. The seed of the 
nustietoe, for instance, is ripe in autumn, 
ont does not germinate until] April or May 
of the following vear, while that of certain 
varieties of Euphorbia remains dormant 
[vr seven or eicht years. Seeds which 
possess reserves of starch are capable of 
germinating after long periods, while those 
«hich contain oil have a comparatively 
sort life. Modern experiments with the 
reds of cereals have shown that they may 
be capable of sprouting after ten vears, 
and may even survive for a quarter of a 
eenturv. The familiar story of ‘‘ mummy- 
wheat,’’ which is said to have germinated 
alter many centuries, is still recarded with 
scepticism by biolozists, who scom to think 
that the tale is an exeeggeration founded 
on the remarkable vitality of coreal seeds. 


A Soviet Claim 


If seeds are capable of retaining life for 
Jong periods under certain conditions, can 
the same be said of animal organisms? A 
claim has recently been advanced by the 
Russian Academy of Sciences to the effect 
that one of their Professors P. N. 
Kanterev, has successfully revived insects 
and a small varicty of lobsters which have 
remained buried for three thousand vears 
fifteen feet deep in, the Siberian regions of 
eternal frost.. It is said that ergs and 
crawfish, taken from frozen soil beneath 
the thawing zone, were placed in a jar of

The tale of the ‘‘ mummy- 
wheat ’’ becomes trivial in comparison, 
and imagination boggles at some of the 
practical applications. It might even 
become possible for some courageous 
adventurer to get himself frozen and 
resurrected. in the distant future, after 
the manner of Mr. H. G. Wells’s hero in 
“ The Sleeper Awakes.’’

Ghe .Amethvst 


Probably few persons who may hear the 
precious stone amethyst mentioned or 
read, think of the origin of its name. The 
term is usually held to be derived from 
the two Greek words a, “not,” and 
methuskein, “ to intoxicate,’”’ expressing 
thus the ancient belief that the stone 
served to protect its owner from intoxica- 
tion. So strong, indeed, was this old 
belief that it was maintained that wine 
drunk out of a cup of amethyst would: not 
produce any of the effects of intoxication. 
The amethyst was extensively used amon 
the ancient Egyptians as a gem stone, an 
was largely employed in antiquity for 
intaglios, Beads composed of amethysts 
have been found in Anglo-Saxon graves in 
parts of England. The amethyst has a 
wide distribution as a mineral, but good 
specimens suitable for cutting as orna- 
mental stones are comparatively rare. 
The best amethysts come from Russia. 
India and Ceylon. Amethysts are found 
also in the United States, but scarcely 
fine enough to be used as jewellery.

Could it Hope to Pay? : Gary Cooper and

i. question of opera on the films has 
been raised more than once, and the 
general opinion seems to be that it will 
supersede stage opera in the very near 
future. Supporters of this doctrine base 
their argument on certain fundamental 
theses. In the first place, they say, the 
film corporations can call upon the finest

singing talent in the whole world. “In the 


second place, they can stage chora! 
ensembles of a magnitude that would be 
impossible on almost any theatre’s stage. 
In the third place, they can use the 
essential art of the film to vary the un- 
uestioned stodginess of the average opera. 
‘or example, while Siegfried is trolling 
out one of those endless recitatives that 
have driven so many people to decide 
that, while they adore Wagner as a com- 

ser for orchestra, they simply cannot 
ring themselves to see a music-drama, 
the tilm director can fill up the time with 
views innumerable, with alternating close- 
ups of the various faces, with a factual 
representation of the doughty deeds that 
Siegfried is describing, and so on. And, 
of course, every smal] town that can afford 
a cinema will have these operatic delights 
made available to it. 


As I see it, however, exactly the same 
objections that apply to the success of 
opera on the stage must apply to its 
success on the screen. The generally 
admitted fact is that here, in England 
and in America, opera has had its best 
days. For example, a good play can run 
tor a fortnight in Dublin, and for months 
at a stretch in London. But both here and 
in London the brief season of opera consists 
of a repertoire which is duly changed 
every night. You have ' Lohengrin” on 
Monday, ‘‘ Cosi fan tutte’’ on Tuesday, 
‘Der Rosenkavalier’’ on Wednesday, 
‘Rigoletto ’’ on Thursday, a chunk of 
“The Ring,” perhaps, on Friday, and 
“Mignon” or “Don Giovanni’’ or 
** Maritana on Saturday. 
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But conceive 
for a moment what would happen if the 


Theatre Royal in “Dublin, or Covent 
Garden in London, should an- 
nounce the performance of “ Tann- 
hauser’’ or “ Tosca” for a connected 
run of, say. twelve nights, with four 


matinécs, Where would your full houses 
be then? They might last for, perhaps, 
a week in London. and conceivably for twe 
nights in Dublin; but I have an uneasy 
feeling that the popularity of the best 
opera, if put thus to the acid test, would 
prove substantially less.than a tenth of 
that of an average good play. And here, 
I think, the film opera would meet its 
Waterloo. 

The film industry in Dublin is based 
on runs lastine a minimum of one week— 
the runs jn London, of course, are un- 
limited. But, if a public can only be 
found for stage opera by the expedient of 
changing the programme nightly, is there 
any hope that a screen opera, however 
admirably performed, would contrive to 
attract full houses for a whole week in 
Dublin, or for, to take an average, a 
month in London? To say the least of it, 
I doubt it. Light operas, on the lines of 
‘Fra Diavolo,”’ would stand. a good 
chance—so long as they had a Laurel and 
Hardy to keep the comic interest alive. 
But a full-length, or even half-length, 
version of “ Die Gétterdimmerung ’’—I 
just cannot see it happen.

Passion and Pearls 


RESUMABLY, the film to start with 
this week is “ Desire,’’ at the Savoy,

inasmuch as its principal mummers are 
the eminently popular Marlene Dietrich 
and Gary Cooper. Whether it was their 
personalities or the juicy title that proved 
the greater attraction 1 do not know ; but, 
to judge from the thronging of the Savoy 
on Friday night, this film is in for a profit- 
able yun. I went there myself in some 
trepidation ; for the ‘‘ romantic ' aspect 
had been stressed in the advance notices, 
and I anticipated a ninety-minute pustu- 
lation of passion in the heart of the 
sierras. Actually, ‘‘ Desire ’’ has quite an 
entertaining plot about jewel thieves, and 
the desirous element is put in its proper 
place. Perhaps I am doing the Film 
Censor an injustice, but I should be sur- 
prised if the romantic scenes have not been 
subjected to a fair amount of manipula- 
tion. Otherwise it is hard to see why the 
catchpenny title should have been imposed 
on a picture that really hardly justifies 
if. 

I did not care overmuch for Marlene 
Dietrich’s performance, but Gary Cooper 
is good—largely because he is not con- 
cerned with keeping a matinée-idol appear- 
ance all the time. The few subsidiary 
characters are well played.

REVOLVER IN WOMAN'S 
HANDBAG

OMAGH, Monday. 


At Omagh Petty Sessions here to-day, 
hefore Mr. J. O. H. Long, R.M., two 
brothers and a sister, Hugh Mills and 
Margaret Mills, 68 Jocelyn avenue, 
Belfast, and Norman Mills, 25 Lower 
Mount street, Belfast, were charged under 
the Special Powers Act with -having in 
their possession a loaded revolver, without 
having a firearms certificate. : 
The prosecution was a sequel to disturb- 
ance at an Orange meeting at Fintona on 
June 6th. 

The two male prisoners were sentenced 
to three months’ imprisonment each with 
hard labour, and the female prisoner to 
one month’s imprisonment with suitable 
labour. 

Sentencing the prisoners, the Resident 
Magistrate said that the family came from 
Belfast evidently as a family party, but 
they were responsible for carrying the re- 
volver and,the ammunition which it con- 
tained, and there was no excuse for having 
the weapon with them. Their action, he 
said, might have had serious consequence, 
and many lives might have been lost. 
District-Inspector Crawford stated that 
on the evening of the Fintona meeting he 
heard a shot being fired in the vicinity of 
an old mill. A sergeant and a constable 
went to investigate, and while. they were 
doing so witness saw the female prisoner 
kneeling behind a wire fence and taking a 
shining object from one of the other de- 
fertilants and putting it into her handbag. 
On searching her handbag he found the 
revolver. 

Margaret Mills said that she was in 
King street, Fintona, with her father and 
mother, while her brothers were a short 
distance away. She left her father and 
mother and went to the old mill, where 
she remained for ten or fifteen. minutes. 
She heard a shot being fired near a planta. 
tion, and as she was going to rejoin her 
parents a man, whom she did not know, 
ran up to her and handed her the revolver. 
She was so surprised that she actually had 
it in her hand when the District-Inspector 
arrived. She denied that the revolver 
belonged to herself or her brothers. 
District-Inspector Crawford: said that 
the revolver contained live cartridges, and 
one chamber seemed to have been recently 
discharged. 

The two male defendants, in evidence, 
denied ownership of the revolver, but 
Norman Mills admitted in cross-examina 
tion that he stated while in the police 
barrack that the revolver was his property. 
His reason for doing so, he said, was to 
clear his sister. 

On the application of defendants’ 
solicitor bail was agreed to, pending an

FINANCE BILL IN

AMENDMENTS REJECTED

Further consideration was given to the 
Finance Bill in Committee. 

Mr. Tucker (Lab.) moved a proviso to 
Clause 15, by which the income tax allowance 
in respect of achild receiving full time mstruc- 
tion at an educational establishment would be 
extended to a child undergomg training for 
any trade, profession, or vocation. A condi- 
tion was that the training should be oF a 
period of not less than two years, and that 
the emoluments should not exceed £14 a year, 
exclusive of the return of any premiums 

Mr. George Lansbury (Lab.) urged the 
Chancellor to accept the amendment’as a small 
act of justice. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that they would all 
be glad to see the apprenticeship system re- 
vived, and with the return of activity in the 
engineering and allied trades it was likely to 
eome again into favour. He doubted, how 
ever, whether the relief asked for would be 
suffictent to decide the question whether a 
parent should apprentice his child or not. He 
admitted that there was some anomalysin their 
educational system. The danger was that m 
removing one anomaly they would create 
others. The concession asked for would cost 
about £100,000 a year, but if it led to 
demands for further concessions there was a 
probability of the ultimate cost running into 
millfons.

Mr W. 8. Morrison, Financial Secretary 
to the Treasury, pointed out that the effect 
of the amendment would be. to free from 
liability tc income tax foreigners, though 
they were ordinarily resident in the United 
Kingdom. They were not entitled to better 
treatment than their own nationals received. 

The amendment was negatived.

They asked if the Government would 
oppose any proposal for ending sanctions 
or limiting the powers of the League, and 
what the Government’s attitude would be 
at the forthcoming Council and Assembly 
on the matter. 

Mr. Tom Kennedy (Labour, Kirkaldy), 
befcre the questions were answered, called 
the Speaker’s attention to the fact that 
last Thursday he had handed in a ques- 
tion asking for a statement of the Govern- 
ment’s policy on sanctions, the League of 
Nations, and their treatment of the Italo- 
Abyssinian question. His question, how- 
ever, did not appear on the Order Paper, 
and he asked for the reason. - 

The Speaker replied that a question in 
almost identical terms was put last Thurs. 
dav by the Leader of the Opposition. 

Mr. Cocks (Labour, Broxtowe)—Is it 
not a fact that since that happened the 
foreign affairs of this country have been 
taken over by the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer?

AT EARLIEST DATE 


Mr. Eden, replying to the questions, 
said:—It is the desire of Hix Majesty’s 
Government that there should be a debate 
on foreign policy on the earliest date that 
can be conveniently arranged. On that 
occasion I shall be prepared to state the 
views of His Majesty’s Government as to 
the action to be taken collectively at the 
meetings of the Council and the Assembly 
of the League of Nations which are to be 
held on June 26th and 30th respectively.

Mr. Thurtle—Is he even now not pre- 
pared to re-affirm the continued belief of 
the Government in the policy and system 
of collective security ? 

Mr. Eden—I, think my answer ‘covers 
that question. 


GOVERNMENT’S INTENTION 


Mr. A. Henderson—In view of the

FOREIGN OFFICE VOTE 


Thursday’s debate will probably 
founded on the Foreign Office vote. 

The Labour leaders suggested that the 
vote for the Prime Minister’s salary 
should be brought before the House in 
order to ensure that an authoritative 
statement of policy might be made by the 
head of the Government in view of the 
rumours of differences of opinion among 
Ministers. There are, however. technical 
difficulties in the way of a foreign affairs 
discussion on the vote for the Prime 
Minister’s salary, and the present inten- 
tion is to put down the Foreign Office vote 
for debate.

MR. MACDONALD ON 
“MADNESS ”

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, in an address 
to the International Peace Congress at 
Cardiff, pointedly repeated the phrase 
‘‘ midsummer madness’’ which Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain applied last week to the 
policy of continuing and intensifying 
sanctions. ‘‘ We were at the parting of 
the ways.” Mr. .Macdonald said. ‘‘Are 
we going back to a world without the 
League? Madness, not even midsummer 
madness.”’ 

“A world without the League would be 
a nightmare of uncertainty, a nightmare 
of arms, of rattling steel and the creaking 
of moving cannon. As long as I can get 
words to express my feelings, I shall be 
with the peace movement—and I do not 
care what it costs me. We must abandon 
ideas that war is going to produce the 
final peace for which we are al] working.” 

Peace, he said, must be formed by the 
combination of the nations of the world, 
and he added: ‘‘ That it can be got I 
am as convinced to-day as I was in 1924, 
when I was the chief mover in what is 
known as the Protocol of Geneva.” 

Mr. Macdonald’s reference to the 
protocol is of interest in view of Mr. 
Chamberlain’s statement that sanctions 
had failed and the suggestions made in 
various quarters in favour of the revision 
of the League Covenant. 

The protocol was voted by the League 
Assembly on October 2nd, 1924, when Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald was Prime Minister 
and Foreign Secretary in the first Labour 
Government. The signatories were bound 
to the application of sanctions against an 
aggressor, while the League Council would 
have power to call on particular States to 
render specified assistance in a particular 
dispute. The fall of the Labour Govern. 
ment and the appointment of Sir Austen 
Chamberlain as Koreign Secretary in the 
Conservative Administration resulted in a 
change in British policy. Sir Austen told 
the League Council in March, 1925, that 
‘tthe British Government had rejected the 
protocol, which, in its view, gravely 
increased the responsibilities already 
assumed bw members of the League.

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IGHT lives—four of them British— 

were lost yesterday in military air 

crashes in three different parts of the 
world. 

Four members of the Royal Air Force 
were killed when their machine crashed 
at Adarama, 80 miles up the River 
Atbara, a tributary of the Nile, in the 
Sudan. 

Two Austrian officers were killed when 
their bombing ’plane caught fire in mid- 
air near Linz. 

Two Italian pilots. were killed when 
their fighter ‘planes crashed at Monte 
Grappa. 

The victims of the R.A.F. tragedy 
were :—Squadron-Leader William Catch- 
pole, A.F.C.; Flight-Lieutenant Robert 
Todd, Sergeant Ernest Alfred Whetter, 
and Aircraftman William Marlow. 

Their machine, belonging to No. 5 Air 
Park, crashed in flames. They were 
going to the rescue of a ’plane which had 
made a forced landing at Adarama. 

The machine which cost the two Aus- 
trian officers their lives was a unit of 
Austria’s newly-created Air Force. It 
fell to earth a blazing mass, burning to 
death one of the two officers, who was un- 
able to free himself. The second was 
able to jump clear, but was killed when 
his parachute failed to open. A third 
occupant landed safely in a field with his 
parachute.

ITALY’S DESPERATE 
PLIGHT 
WHEAT SCARCE AND GOLD 
NEARLY GONE 
From RevtTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Monday, 


Sanctions have reduced Italy to a 
desperate plight, according to the Rome 
Correspondent of a French paper, who 


quotes from an article in the Giornale 
d’Italia to show that, with a _ wheat 
shortage threatened, Italy has only enough 
gold for another five months at the 


present rate of export. 

Italy’s reserve of gold, says the corre- 
spondent, is at its lowest point since the 
beginning of the Abyssinian campaign 
(last October), for she has since then 
been losing gold at the rate of 400,000,000 
lire a month (about £6,250,000). She 
started with 3,500,000,000 lire (about 
£54,690,000), and with great difficulty 
collected another 2,000,000,000. Of the 
total of  5,500,000,000 lire (about 
£86,500,000) considerably less than half 
remains. At the rate of. loss quoted the 
amount now remaining would be about 


£35,000,000, sufficient for another five 
months. 

The existing sanctions will be aggra- 
vated in their effect by the fact that the 
wheat harvest for 1935-6 threatens to be 
25 per cent. less than the preceding year. 
This means either poverty and regulation 
of foodstuffs or a large loss of gold, but a 
further loss of a milliard of gold would 
be “ intolerable.’’ :

According to a Socialist estimate there 
are 110,000 coal miners on strike, and the 
movement is spreading to the engineering 
and electrical industries and public 
services. | 

With few exceptions the strikers are re 
maining calm, and have confined their 
energies to persuading men In other in- 
dustries to come out on strike. Mainten- 
ance men are remaining on duty to 
ventilate the galleries and keep the pumps 
going at Mons and at Charleroi, where half 
the mines are normally idle on Mondays.

The hearts of the dockers on strike at 
Bordeaux were softened by the sight of 
the steamer Cap Varella cruising up and 
down outside the port waiting for a settle- 
ment. She had returned from China and 
had been altogether four and a half 
months at sea. Moved by the plight of 
the sailors who had been so long away 
from their homes, the dockers promised to 
aid the docking of the vessel. 


DELEGATE KILLED

The belief persists that General Chiang 
Kai-shek, Premier of the Central Govern- 
ment, is determined to maintain a strong 
attitude in dealing with the rebellious 
Kwangsi Province, but it is thought that 
it may not be necessary for the Govern- 
ment to resort to arms 

Observers are of the opinion that 
Nanking’s prestige has been enormously 
enhanced, and that, come peace or war, 
the ultimate result will be the same— 
namely, a strengthening of General Chiang 
Kai-shek’s authority and a closer liaison 
between Canton and Nanking, with a 
resulting diminution of the power of the 
Kwangsi war lords. 


USEFUL DEMONSTRATION 


This turn of events in Nanking’s favour 
may be attributed to Chiang Kai-shek’s 
strong military action in sending im- 
pressive forces southwards, to his financial 
propitiation of Kwangtung, and to the 
lack of support for the rebellion from 
surrounding Southern provinces. 

An additional factor strengthening the 


Central Goyernment’s position is the 
failure of the Japanése to support 
Kwangsi. Nearly all the Japanese 


advisers in this province are now believed 
to have been withdrawn. 

An important declaration of Nanking’s 
determination to strive for peace was made 
by General Chiang Kai-shek to-day. He 
frankly said that the Government would 
not permit its functions to be usurped by 
individual provinces. The limit of re- 
straint had been reached. 

The rapprochement between Canton and 
Nanking is illustrated by the arrival of 
Mr. Feng Jui, Director of Agriculture in 
Kwangtung province, to confer with the 
Nanking Central Government. Mr. Feng 
Jui represents General Chen Chi-tang, 
head of the Kwangtung Provincial Govern- 
ment, and his visit is taken as confirma- 
tion of the belief that the Nanking 
Premier has detached Kwangtung from its 
more warlike partner in the south-west 
federation, Kwangsi. 


JAPANESE PROTEST 
CANTON, 


Great uneasiness has been caused here 
by the action of the Japanese Consul- 
General at Canton, M. Tatsuo Kawai, in 
lodging a vigorous protest with the Chinese 
authorities against the recent anti-Japa- 
nese movement in Kwangtung. 

The protest points out the disturbing 
effects on Sino-Japanese relations of the 
anti-Japanese demonstrations. 

The Chinese reply is awaited with much 
interest and some anxiety. It is feared 
that this protest might mean the beginning 
of a fresh Sino-Japanese crisis in South

HUS Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly translated 
“into formal language the aspiration 
of Mr. Arthur Vincent, quoted at the 
head of yesterday's article. We have seen 
how far the reality falls short of the 
aspiration. The State holds Muckross in 
trust for the public, but the public shows 
no sign of enjoying its heritage. Access, 
indeed, is available to those parts of the 
Muckross estate which formerly were 
closed ; but the public can visit those areas 
only with considerable difficulty, because 
of the lack of facilities. Moreover, the 
shooting rights over a large area have 
been let—a fact which must inevitably 
hamper visitors movements—and, if the 
Board of Works persists in its intention 
to let Muckross House, yet another 
portion will be closed to the public. 
Muckross is a National Park only in 
name. It will not be a National Park in 
fact until the people come to it, as the 
people of the United States and Canada 
come to their own National Parks. Let 
us consider now what must be done that 
the Bourn Vincent Memorial Park—the 
10,000 acres of the Muckross estate—may 
become a National Park in the true sense. 
First, its existence and amenities must 
be made known to the people. The Irish 
Tourist Association should be encouraged 
to advertise it broadcast; the Great 
Southern Railways should give it: wide- 
spread publicity both in their “ litera- 
ture’ and by ter in the stations. 
Radio-Athlone should tell Ireland some- 
thing about it. An Oige should not be 
silent on the subject. The Government 


‘Information Bureau might well do some- — 


thing off its own bat. For it is not right 
that this silence should be maintained on 
the subject of Muckross. If the people of 


(Ireland at present are not being dis- 


couraged from going there, they certainly 
are not being encouraged; and, inasmuch 
as it is not giving this encouragement, the 
Government is a bad trustee. 


The Hinterland 


In the second place, positive work must 
be done to render Muckross completely 
accessible to the people at large. At the 
moment the Baba of its few visitors 
must pay a small fee for admittance, and 
it is quite right that they should. ‘rhea 
maintenance of an estate of such magni- 
tude demands a certain amount of money~ 
though the actual expenditure on Muckross 
is surprisingly little in proportion to its 
size—and nobody wiil dispute the justice 
of an admission fee, such as is charged in 
all the great national parks of North 
America. In saying that Muckross must 
be rendered accessible, I mean physically 
accessible. Moreover, an opportunity of 
spending holidays there ought to be 
brought within the means of everyone. 

It is easy enough to explore the Muckross 
peninsula that lies between the Upper and 
Lower Lakes. If you do not wish, or 
cannot afford, to hire an outside car, you 
can make the journey on foot or en 
bicycle. It is only a little more difficult 
to climb the slopes of Tore or Mangerton, 
both of which are within easy reach of 
Killarney, and present a pleasant 
challenge te young legs. But the 
mountains to the south of the Upper Lake 
and towards the Gap of Dunloe on the 
west are by no means so easy an under- 
taking. They are remote from the nearest 
hotel, and for the most part they are 
untrailed. The hardened “ hiker’’ loves 
such territory, but the average holiday- 
maker prefers his labour to be lightened 
by the existence of definite trails; 
and Í suggest that the Board of 
Works," which must have surveyed the 
whole estate with fair thoroughness by 
this time, might provide a few. A few 
will be sufficient; for the young people, 
when once they come to Muckross, will 
make their own trails soon enough. The 
essential is that the approaches to these 
comparatively remote mountains and lakes 
shall be made clear enough to present no 
formidable difficulties to the average 
young walker. 


Muckross House 


The Bourn Vincent Memorial Park Act 
permits the Commissioners of Public 
Works to “ let any part of the Park or 
any building in the Park or any right 
over or in respect of any part of the Park 
to any person.”

FINANCES OF SIR ARTHUR 
DU CROS 


In the Chancery Division, London, yester- 
day, the affairs of Sir Arthur Philip du Cros, 
Bart., were mentioned before Mr. Justice 
Luxmoore, sitting in bankruptcy. It was a 
motion by the liquidator of the Parent Trust 
and Finance Co., Ltd., against the trustee in 
Sir Arthur s bankruptcy. 

Mr. Valentine Holmes said that the motion 
was by way of appeal frum the rejection 
by the trustee of a proof of debt—=stated at 
the oy ome hearing to amount to £2,610,000— 
made by the liquidator of the parent com- 
any. It came on at the last sittings, before 
Mr. Justice Farwell, and was adjourned until 
to-day. 

Mr. Holmes now had to ask for the leave 
gf the Court to withdraw the motion. The 
prooi was lodged, on the advice of leading 
counse', and the motion proceeded with, but 
the liquidator had since considered the matter 
very carefully with Mr. Holmes. and had 
decided to withdraw the motion subject to 
the Court's approval. 

Mr. Reginald D. Sharp wished to address 
che Court on behalf of Sir Arthur, but he 
was told by Mr. Justice Luxmocre that he 
was not a party to the motion, and had no

for the custs of the motion. ‘“ You are 
entitled to them,” commented Mr. Justice 
Luxmoore. 

An order was then made dismissing the 
motion, with costs down to the date of the 
previous sitting.

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DEAN CROLLY 


The death of the “Very Rev. George Crolly, 
P.P., V.G., St. Matthew's, Belfast, took place 
on Sunday night. He was one of the best- 
known priests in Northern Ireland. He was 
a member of the School Managers’ Associa- 
tion, and Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the 15th Centenary Memorial Com- 
mittee. In connection with the International 
Eucharistic Congress in Dublin he was one 
of the ecclesiastics who welcomed the Papal 
Legate on his arrival at Dun Laoghaire. 

Jean Crolly was born in Ballyrolly, near 
Downpatrick, in EA 1860. He studied 
at the High School, Downpatrick, and at St. 
Malachy's College. In he entered May- 
nooth, and was ordained in March, 1883. 
Following his ordination he became a profes- 
sor at St. ys College. He was ap 
pointed to the curacy of Crossgar in 1885, 
and two years later was transíerred to Lis- 
burn, where he was ely responsible, with 
the late Canon Marphy, dalstown, for the 
erection of the fine parochial hall there. In 
June, 1912, he was “p ted parish priest 
of Portaferry, and in he was appointed 
in charge of the parish of St. Matthew's. 


THE REV. P. KAVANAGH 


The death occurred on Sunday, after six 
weeks’ illness, of the Rev. Patrick Kavanagh, 
Hollywood, Co. Wicklow.
